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state burglary ring busted

After a three to four month long in- 
vestigation, the Antioch Police Dept. 
cracked a burglary ring on Tuesday, Feb. 24, 
and Wednesday, Feb, 25, and the -re- 
percussions have been felt from Kenosha to 
Waukegan, and includes thefts in Antioch, 
Lake Villa, Fox Lake and Twin Lakes, Wis. 

The police department has already 
recovered over $30,000 worth of stolen 
property and, according to Sgt. Charles 
Watkins, Antioch Police Dept., further in- 
vestigation could bring Jt up to $75,000 in 
stolen property. 

Arrested at 12:30 a.m., Wednesday, Feb. 25 . 
were Michael J. Kederer, 19, Oakwood 
Knolls, Antioch, and Michael W. Johnson, 20, 
living in Channel Lake with a relative, postal 
address De Sotp.-Wis.^ 

Also arrested on Thursday, by the Lake 
County jSheriff's Dept., after being im- 
plicated by Johnson and Rederer, was 
Robert Martin, 18, Lake Villa. 

Watkins says that the Antioch Police Dept. 
had been working for months on the several 
burglaries reported in their areas, many 
from owners of local car lots. 

Through investigation Rederer and John- 
son were put under surveillance. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 24, Lt. Fisher and 
Watkins followed Rederer and Johnson from 
the former's resident ". to Kenosha, 
^wrrere~they-entered-the-grounds-otJGary!s. 
Camper Sales. 

When the suspects left the camper sales 
lot, Fisher and Watkins continued to trail 
them back towards Illinois while contacting 
- the Kenosha County Sheriffs Dept,, who im- 
mediately investigated the scene the suspec- 
ts had just left and reported a break-in. and 



the theft of an electric generator. 

The two Antioch policemen were joined by 
Sgt. Bill Kukla and Officer Ron Roth who 
were on stakeout at one of the local car lots. 

The four officers kept the suspects in sight 
and had radioed ahead to Antioch where Of- 
ficer Harold Mason and Officer Bud Metz 
were advised to place a traffic violation on . 
them with. a marked squad for Johnson 
driving on a suspended license and expired, 
license plate registration. 

Mason pulled the car, over on Rte. 83 and 
Orchard St. and when the officers that were 
following the car approached, the stolen i 
generator was found on the car's front seat. 

An arrest for possession of stolen property 
was added to the traffic violation. 

After intensive questioning the two signed 
volunteer statements admitting to multiple 
burglaries. According to Chief Ed 'Wunderle 
of the Grayslake Police Dept., "Through in- 
formation received from the Antio ch Police 
Dept. we have recovered a set of tire and 
wheels stolen on Feb. 12 from the car lot of 
Grayslake Motor Sales, plus several car 
stereos and a large toolbox containing' 
numerous mechanics tools that were stolen 
when the motor sales building was broken in- . 
to." --.,. 

The Grayslake Police Dept. has sub- 
sequently obtained a warrant for the arrest 
of the two men, on charges of two counts of 
burglary apiece.— /
